Youth Tells 
Of Slavery, 


Starvation 


Informs Court Of 
Escape From Home 
Of Relations 


TORONTO, Oct. 21.—(CP) 
Police said today that an 
emaciated boy, found last 
night scratching at the door 
of a west-end home, begging 
for food, told them he had 
been kept in a clothes closet 
and fed on bread and water 
for a year in a suburban 
Mount Dennis home. 

The boy identified himself as 
Gordon Kelly, 14, and said he had 
been kept prisoner by an elderly 
aunt and uncle in Mount Dennis 
He said as far as he could recal! 
his parents had died about four 
years ago. He could not recall his 
relatives’ address. 


LOCKED IN CLOSET 

“I was locked in a clottes closet 
most of the day,” he told Judge D. 
Webster of York county family 
court, “I was given food only twice 
a day—bread and water. At night 
I slept on a couch but I couldn't 
see out because the blinds were 
pulled down tight.” 

He said he was forced to do 
heavy household work each day and 
“almost every day” was beaten by 
his aunt and uncle. His back was 
bruised and scratched, court offi- 
cilals said, 

The boy said that for some rea- 
gon his aunt and uncle had allowed 
him out on the back porch yester- 
day and he had run away. He went 
to Etobicoke Creek with a piece of

Britain, U.S., France 
Accept Formula 
Of ‘Neutrals’ 


PARIS, Oct. 21.—(CP)— 
Britain, the United States and 
France have agreed to accept 
the new formula for the Ber- 
lin dispute to be presented to 
the Unted Nations Security 
Council tomorrow, an authori- 
tative source said tonight. 

The plan was prepared by the 
six-country “neutral” group of the 
council, 

DISCUSSION HELD n 

Sir Alexander Cadogan of Brit- 
ain, Philip Jessup of the United 
States and Alexandre Parodi of 
France, met this evening with a 
copy of the draft resolution before 
them, 

A French spokesman said that, 
apart from possible minor changes 
in wording, the basic points in the 
resolution had the approval of all 
three western powers, 

There is no indication whatever 
in western circles on the attitude 
which Andrei Y, Vishinsky, chief 
Soviet delegate will adopt towards 
the present draft, though it is 
known that he agreed this morning 
to submit it to Moscow. 
CHANCE OF SUCCESS 

Informed sources agreed mean- 
while that the neutral formula for 
solving the Berlin crisis had at 
least a slim chance of success, 

An official American spokesman 
told a press conference the new 
compromise was “acceptable” and 
“satisfactory.” The “Little Six” had 
tackled the Berlin problem “in a 
very constructive and statesman- 
like manner,” 

He added a warning, however, 
against too much optimism until 
the Russian attitude became knowg.

The provincial government has put 
teeth in the sanitary regulations of cities 
and municipalities by giving local health 
boards power to close restaurants which 
do not observe the law, It is up to the 
municipal health boards, including that of 
Edmonton, to make those teeth bite. 

The new provincial regulations require, 
among other things, that adequate facili- 
ties Shall exist in restaurants for the wash- 
ing and sterilizing of dishes and utensils 
and for the proper location of toilets. 

They also give local health inspectors 
power to inspect restaurant premises any_ 


hour of the day or night. 


With this new authority, the Edmonton 
health board should be allotted sufficient 
inspectors to do a thorough job of enforc- 
ing the law. With a man of the calibre of 
Dr. G. M. Little at the head of the Edmon- 
ton board, there is ho reason why the 
enforcement should not be intelligent and 


complete.

kind.” 

The above immense “loss” 


tempts me to inquire as to the 
location at which this leakage 
takes place? It is well to remem- 
ber that, apparently, the “loss” 
is spread across the whole 
“grain” family, To the extent that 
it does include such compara- 
tively primitive areas as China, 
India and—yes—Russia; together 
with a baker's dozen of other 
major cereal lands with back- 
ward or non-existent storage fa- 
cilities, the warning weakens 
down into a generalization with 
different meanings in different 
nations, Doubtless the assertion 
has a factual core; but so, also 
Freon the statement of equally able 


observer dealing with the prin- 
ciple of “waste” but from the 
opposite angle: “We North 
Americans may or may not de- 
serve our reputation of being 
‘the greatest wasters of the hu- 
man family,’ but if you could 
eliminate wasted food completely 
and add that tonnage to effec- 
tive supply, you would smother 
the markets; prices would nose- 
dive; farm revenue would atom- 
ise and unemployment would 
descend on city workers like a 
deluge.” 

Maybe it would be worthwhile 
to “measure” 65,000,000 tors of 
“grain,” in order to bring an ede- 
quate mental picture to the mind 
of the average busy urban 
reader; tired of big figures and 


wearied by international dan- 
gers? In terms of wheat, for ex- 
ample, 65,000,000 tons is the 


equivalent of every knernel from 
Canadian fields since 1943, ie 2.1 
billion bushels, or a freight train 
of loaded grain (1,600 bushels 
per car) 10,000 miles from ca- 
boose to engine! Seems like a lot 
of grain to lose annually?

FROM TODAY’S NEWS

The real key to the Russian 
riddle lies, I believe, in the (act 
that the Soviet government for- 
ever leads a double life. 

Simultaneously, it is pursuing 
not one, but two foreign policies. 
One is a “plain” policy concerned 
with security, trade, and all the 
interests that go to form the 
foreign policy of any land. The 
other is the foreign policy of the 
Communist party. 

These two are not always either 
parallel or compatible. The ob- 
jectives are by no means the 
same, Sometimes, they seem to 
oppose each other, 

At such times, gorgeous con- 
tradictions are succeeded by 
stumning paradoxes, 

Here is an example: 

From the appearance of Hitler 
to the outbreak of war the 
Soviets were fiercely opposed to 
Germany, The two governments 
fulminated against each other, 
for years in such terms as “Fas- 
cist beasts,” “Bolshevik, Mongol- 
jan savages,” and similar pleas- 
antries 

Yet, in 1939, Russia suddenly 
signed a non-aggression treaty 
with Germany. Magically, over- 
night, the two governments be- 
came “friendly” 

Do you remember the amazing 
circumlocutions and mental ac- 
robatics performed by Can- 
adian and American Communist 
leaders in trying to explain this 
to the shocked and bewildered 
brethren? 

What they couldn't say, 
of explanation, was this 

That, at that moment, Com- 
munist party policy, with its 
line and its objectives, had been 
forced to give way to the “plain” 
foreign policy, which had, as its 
objective, military security 

The Kremlin saw a war coming. 
Sooner or later, the German

hordes would be turned on Rus- 
sia, The Red army wasn't ready, 
then, 

So, even though Nazi Germany 
represented the deepest and worst 
and blackest type of capitalist 
stale—the very type the Com- 
munist had sworn to destroy— 
parfy policy, for the time being, 
had to be abandoned, It was a 
case of plain necessity, 

Then, in 1940, Germany attack- 
ed Russia, as the Kremlin had 
foreseen, Russia suddenly found 
herself “allied” with some other 
filthy capitalists, But was she? 
Not according to Eugene Varga, a 
Soviet political expert, He wrote: 

“The fact that the Soviet Union 
and highly developed capitalist 
states were in the same camp 
aganst Fascist aggression meant 
that the struggle of the two sys- 
tems was relaxed and tempor- 
arily stopped, It did not mean, of 
course, that the struggle was 
ended,” 

Because of the venomous hatred 
of the orthodox Communist for 
the capitalist countries, Lenin 
consistently frowned on any form 
of international co-operation, He 
was afraid of being outvoted in 
the democratic processes, 

Therefore, he called the League 
of Nations a “devil's kitchen,” 
Yet, in 1922, the Soviet govern- 
ment began participating in in- 
ternational conferences. In 1945, 
it joined the United Nations 

Why? Again, because of plain 
necessity in terms of ordinary 
security 

In 1922, the Reds were only five 
years in their revolution, They 
dreaded an assault by the com- 
bined capitalist powers. So, tem- 
porarily turning on the orthodox 
Communist line, they went into 
the League. For identical reasons, 
in 1945—because of being ex- 
hausted by the German occupa- 
tion and the war in the East— 
they joined the UN,

Opposes 
High Fare 


Editor, Bulletin—I wish to 
voice my disapproval of the brief 
submitted by the Property Own- 
ers Ass'n to the City Council and 
of your editorial of Oct, 13, 

Surely you must realize that to 
place the complete burden of the 
cost of the Edmonton transporta- 
tion system upon the shoulders of 
the transients is a fault which the 
present city council is so un- 
mercifully practicing. To make 
the street car user pay unreason- 
ably for this service is like ask- 
ing the aged people to finance 
their own old age pension 

The reason that we, and I say 
we because street car tickets cost 
me more than five dollars a 
month, have to use the street 
cars and buses is because we 
can't afford more luxurious tr@ns- 
portation, Yet if you would scan 
the membership list of the Prop- 
erty Owners Ass'n you would 
learn that 90% of them probably 
never saw the inside of a street 
car and the others have recently 
stopped using them as they can 
afford to belong to the exclusive 
group who don't get kicked, push- 
ed, jabbed and tramped on twice 
a day. These people can afford to 
ask for an increase in transporta- 
tion fares simply because it won't 
affect them, ‘ 

The ordinary wage earner has 
been all but knocked out by the 
present high prices and to deliver 
another hlow at him by raising 
the street car tickets is high In- 
justice and sheer discrimination. 

When the Edmonton city coun- 
cil ups the street car tickets to 
three for twenty-five cents they 


will bring to Edmonton the 
“honor” of having the most ex- 
pensive and the poorest city 
transportation in Western Can- 


ada, if not in the whole of Can- 
ada, 

I can't see why our transporta- 
tlon system shouldn't be subsi- 
dized by one of the other public 
utilities, The transportation sys- 
tem is a vital service to the 
existence of any city, and the 
Property Owners Ass'n should 
stop to realize what would hap- 
pen to this “glorious” city of ours 
if the ordinary man could no 
longer afford to ride to work or 
up town to shop. 

An average man used to pay 
forty dollars a year for street car 
tickets. Now he pays fifty dollars 
a vear, With the new increase he 
will be paying sixty dollars, This 
means that a ride on the street 
car or bus in January 1949 will 
cost 50 per cent more than it did 
in January 1947, Yet some people 
talk about fighting inflation when 
it Is being brought about by our 
own civie government 

Let's use a little common sense 
and straight decency instead of 
being mathematical wizards and 
we will be able to solve more 
every day problems instead of en- 
larging them

Most Canadians approved the 
decision of the Dominion govert- 
ment to deport the convicted big- 
shot French collaborator, Count 
de Bernonville, This man is under 
sentence of death in France for 
the part he played as a tool of 
the Nazi conquerors of betrayed 
France, 

Like any other imprisoned per- 
son in Canada, he has the right 
to appeal to the courts and is 
exercising that right, But in the 
last analysis the highest court in 
Canada is that of public opinion, 
Parliament, and the people them- 
selves, will certainly be called 
upon to consider such cases if 
government officials and routine 
courts do not dispose of them 
satisfactorily, 

But what are the people of Can- 
ada to think when they learn that 
by Order-in-Council four other

Despite their illegal entry, the 
Mackenzie King government has 
thus actually vetoed the decision 
of the Department of Immigration 
to deport these four men, The 
Canadian Press dispatch of Oct. 
15 says “it was intimated that 
strong pressure from Quebec was 
brought to bear on those consider- 
ing the cases.” 

Pressure from whom? Pressure 
why? These are questions which 
parliament should ask and which 
the government has a duty to 
answer.

Cheers For the Athletic Clubs 


No one disputes that what might be called “the ath- 
letic club” movement in Edmonton represents one of the 
finest things that ever happened to sport in this city and 
district, particularly as it has affected younger athletes. 

Through the close-to-20 years since the earliest 
of the athletic clubs hove on the horizon (The Maple 
Leafs and EAC have been in the field the longest) 
hundreds of boys and young men have passed through 
the hands of the men charged with the administration 
of these clubs. 

Certain of the young men—the Colvilles, Neil and 
Mac, Ken McAuley, Ken (Beans) Reardon, Bill Gadsby, 
Joe Benoit, to name a number—have gone on to hockey 
heights as members of NHL squads, Likewise the ath- 
letic clubs—and these times the Canadian and South Side 
are in the picture—have produced their share of relatively 
outstanding stars in other sports. 

On the other hand not one of these clubs ever has 
produced a national championship team in any sport, al- 
though up until seven or eight years ago it seemed that 
the Memorial Cup was a cinch to come this way eventu- 
ally ‘ 
Of late athletic club representatives have had preci- 
ous little success, even in the provincial field. This may 
or may not be cause for mourning, depending on the point 


of ‘view.

However, a recent string of setbacks suffered by 
Edmonton junior teams prompted us to the following 
columnar query: 

“Is this disconcerting or not? In the last month 
Edmonton's top junior baseball team—the Canadians 
—was soundly bopped by little Rosedale, our best 
junior gridders took a 33-3 lacing from Calgary and 
the EAC hockey aggregation is newly back from Medi- 
cine Hat, two-time loser to Joe Fisher’s largely youth- 
ful Tigers .. . How come Earl Samis, Derry Derring- 
ton, Al Anderson et al, how come?” 

The gentlemen queried, Messrs. Samis, Derrington 
and Anderson, all prominent in athletic club endeavor, 
elected to provide the “how come’’—at least as they see 
it. Here is their missive: 

“Primary purpose of the athletic clubs in Edmonton 
is to promote, foster and encourage sports, for bantam, 
pee wee, midget, juvenile and junior Edmonton boys, with 
emphasis on younger boys. The money available to these 
clubs is spent all down the line and not used for the pur- 
pose of paying high-powered imports, coaches and man- 
agers with provincial and Dominion championships as 
the goal. 

“As far as junior hockéy is concerned, the Edmonton 
District Hockey Association had five teams under its jur- 
isdiction equalling the number of teams iced by Calgary, 
’ Regina and Winnipeg combined, The Edmonton teams did 
not get anywhere in Memorial Cup playoffs, it is admit- 
ted, but they did develop a number of stars and continu- 
ously since last May the semi-pro junior clubs from Osha- 
wa to Lethbridge have been making glittering offers to 
entice these players away. 

“To date no less than 10 of these star players are al- 
ready on the roster of six of these Memorial Cup aspirants, 
not one of which promotes hockey to the same extent as 
any one of the local athletic clubs do from bantam to juven- 


i ile.

ie “Ag far as football is concerned it is a recognized fact 
~ that the basis of a good junior team or league, graduates 


from a sound high school feeder league. Calgary has had 
a top notch high school league for years, hence good 
junior teams and also hence a good senior team (all ex- 
juniors, except a few imports), Edmonton has had no 12- 
man football in the high schools until this year, but from 
he games we have witnessed this season, it won’t be long 
now.

“Gone With the Wind” was trans 
mitted word for word in its entirety 
in about two minutes, The distance 
was about three miles—from a trans 
mitter in a hotel to te Library of 
Congress, 

Ultrafax is a development of the 
Radio Corporation of America in 
co-operation with the Eastman 
Kodak Company and the National 
Broadcasting Company. The new 
system, combining the use of tele- 
vision and radio, transmits with the 
speed of light—186,000 miles a sec- 
ond, 


MANY POSSIBILITIES 

Brig.-Gen, David Sarnoff, pres!-| 
dent of RCA, listed numerous pos- 
sibilities opened up by the new 
system, including a new radio-mail 
system with pickup and delivery 
devices of the post office depart- 
ment, 

The system, he pointed out, has 
the potential of delivering the 

equivalent of 40 tons of mail 
coast-to-coast in a single day at 
“relatively low cost.” That would 
be 12,800,000 letters of one ounce 
each, 

Messages, letters and documents 
could be beamed through the air, 
received and reproduced as exact 
duplicates of the originals, 

“We would, of course, have to 
add hands and feet to this winged | 
messenger,” Sarnoff said, “in order 
to provide a pickup and delivery 
service that corresponds to our 
present mail system.” 


RELAY SYSTEM 

Ultrafax uses the micro-radio 
relay system in which relay sta- 
tions are located 30 miles apart 

They receive television broadcasts 
and “bounce” them along to the 
next station, 

Such a system is in operation 
between New York and Boston, 
and other networks are being in- 
stalled, As to getting television 
across the ocean, Sarnoff said 
that airplanes now flying con- 
stantly over the route should 
carry portable relay statiohs. 


Sarnoff also saw the possibility 
of ultrafax bringing various types 
of publtcations into the home, a 
system of world-wide military com 
munications, scrambled to the 
needs of secrecy; establishment of 
great newspapers as national ‘nstl- 
tutions by instantaneous transmis- 
gion and reception of complete 
editions into every home equipped 
with a television set; transmission 
of full-length motion pictures from 
a single negative in the production 
studio simultaneously to the 
screens of thousands of motion pic-

Analyze, Plan Play 
Of Hand in Advance 


By William E. McKenney 
The play of the hand at contract | 
bridge is the most fascinating and| 
interesting angle of the game. 


While it is true that everyone has 
to have a knowledge of some bid-| 
ding system, a great many hands 
are automatic, 
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You can never become a good 
bridge player until you learn to 


analyze the hand and plan the play 
in advance, In today's hand, for 
example, when West becomes de- 
clarer at five spades and North 
opens the king of hearts, many 
South players would put on the 
eight-spot, asking partner to con- 
tinue the heart suit. Then declarer 
makes his contract, because the 
losing diamond goes on the fourth 
club 

However, if South stops to ana 
the hand, he will remember 
that his partner gave him a free 
raise of two hearts, and when the 
opponents bid four spades, North 
went to five hearts, Therefore, he 
has a minimum of four hearts, The 
next polnt is that if declarer holds 
the ace and queen of diamonds, he 
always has a free diamond finesse

Mother's Obligation 
In Toilet Training 


By Myrtle Meyer Pldred 

The buguboo of toilet training stymies mothers, They 
want to do the right things but they are too eager for im- 
mediate success and too discouraged by failures. 

At sbout 15 months it is possible for the child to recog- 
nize that he is wet. He shows his hee by pointing to 
the wet spot, or putting his hand into it, or wanting to wipe 
it up. Sometimes, he merely gets a stricken look and holds 
his wet clothes. 

This is a good time to shift from diapers to panties. Not 
that these will have any magical influence on the child's 
behavior, but they are indicative of a graduation from in- 
fancy. The slow process of training for dryness begins then. 

It becomes the mother's task to 
take him to the toilet at stated in- 
tervals (not shorter than one hour), 
If he wets inbetween—and he will, 
no doubt of it—remark that he is 
to wait until Mother takes him to 
the toilet. Keep using some one 
word which will become fixed in 
his mind, To say, “Go to toilet,” is 
a good phrase and eventually those 
words will be all that is neces- 
sary to send him on his way, 

Bowel habits are more easily 
managed as there is a greater ten- 
dency to regularity after the first 
year. Bowels move only once or 
twice daily at predictable times. 

Up to the third year or beyond, 
accidents may be expected. Until 
there is a maturity of the genito- 
urinary tract, control is not pos- 
sible. 

Begin training for bowels at one 
year, bladder at 15 months and be 
patient with all the lapses which 
occur, Keeping a child clean is the 
mother’s obligation until there is a/ 
personal readiness to assume it.
